PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Brotherhood of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska 
We are assembled in our Twenty-Seventh Annual Convention in 
St. Luke’s Lutheran Church, the Rev. A. H. Pinkall, Pastor, Omaha, 
Nebraska, this twenty-fourth day of April, nineteen hundred and for- 
ty-four. We are here to receive the annual reports of the various Of- 
ficers and Committees, and to plan for the growing work of the 
Brotherhood in our several Congregations. 


My association with the Nebraska Brotherhood the past five 
years, three years as secretary, two years as your president, have in- 
deed been enjoyable. The fact that I have only been a member of the 
Lutheran Church for nine years makes me extremely grateful to you 
all for having placed me in these high offices. 


It has been my pleasure during this time, to have met and be- 
-come acquainted with many of the high Officials of the United Lu- 
theran Church and our National Brotherhood, as well as 
fine Pastors and Laymen of the Nebraska Synod. | wikh ¢ to take this 
opportunity to sincerely thank you for having made this possibe. 


The reports you are about to hear will indicate that the active 
Brotherhoods of our Synod are doing good work. No apologies are 
offered for those Brotherhoods that are now inactive. They are, in 
part at least, victims of the war conditions. I fully appreciate that 
personal visits by the State President help to create and maintain en- 
thusiasm. This has been impractical during these days of restrictions. 
However, the fact that many of our local Brotherhoods are doing 
wonderful things proves that the courage and will to go ahead lies 
primarily within the local Congregation. — 


| During the past year your President has written to all local 
Brotherhood presidents, trying to impress how important each Broth- 
erhood is to its Church. Men, you do have a sacred responsibility in 
your congregation. 

There are approximately sixty congregations in the Nebraska 
Synod; fifteen Brotherhoods are reporting—one-fourth of our con- 
gregations having Brotherhoods. As [| retire from the office of Pres- 
ident of the Nebraska Synodical Brotherhood,-I would like to leave 
this thought with you, “Men, let’s strive earnestly and prayerfully to 
at least reach the goal attained by our other two Official Auxiliaries 
—our Youth and our Ladies.” 


To you Pastors present who do not have a Brotherhood, Will you 
ask the Pastor having a Brotherhood what he truthfully thinks of 
his men’s organization. We are one of the three Officia] Auxiliaries 
of the United Lutheran Church. In organization there is strength. 
Let’s have the manpower organized in every Congregation. It will 
promote greater achievements. 


A study of reports for the “year indicates that,  thouwh many 
of our members are still being called to the armed forces; we find 
those left working harder than ever to carry on the valuable pro- 
gram outlined in our six objectives. os 


There are prospects of new Brotherhoods being sammeses We

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wish them God’s richest blessings and shall welcome them most en- 


thusiastically into our State Brotherhood. 


Lutheran World Action, one of our special objectives for the dur- 
ation, has been wonderfully received. I am happy to report that 
some of our Brotherhood Churches now display Lutheran World Ac- 
tion one hundred per cent recognition certificates and that those 
Brotherhoods were leaders in promoting Lutheran World Action. 


Personal Evangelism, another special objective, is being well re- 
ceived, but much more needs to be done. Dr. Oscar Carlson, Evangel- 
ism Specialist of the Board of Social Missions, who will visit the 
Midland Assembly this summer, for example, should greatly

We sincerely believe that to create a closer fellowship and a deeper 
spiritual understanding among the men, a Brotherhood in every Con- 


gregation is the answer. 


I am grateful for the cooperation and good will of my Fellow Of- 


‘ficers, the Officers of Synod, the Congregational Brotherhoods and 
the courtesy of the Pastors of Synod the past year. 


I shall close my report with the following recommendations.
